JUDeElTWINNIPEG

But Incident Passed and 
Counsel Was Not 
Removed 


Winnipeg, Dec. 8.—A dramatic Inct- 
' dent featured the trjxi of K* 

' Russell, charged with seditious con¬ 
spiracy, last nIghL when Mr. Justice 
Metcalfe, exasperated by Robert 
Cassidy, K. C.. of Vaneouver, ignor- 
I ing a ruling which had been made by 
His Lordship, called for the sheriff 
and then a bailiff to have the senior 
counsel for the defence removed 
from the room. It was spparently 
just because the sheriff was not in 
the courtroom at the time, and be¬ 
cause of the fact that bailiffs were 
reluctant to come forward at the flriit 
call, that the order waa not carried; 
out. As it was, a bailiff. wVn did 
acknowledge that His Lordship had; 
occasion for his servicee, was ordered 
to remove thereafter anyone who 
would not do what the Court ordered. 

The extraordinary Incident occurred 
while A. Andrews, K.C., counsel 
for the Crown, was reading passages 
in articles published In The Winnipeg 
Strike Bulletin. Tbe quotatione 
were distasteful to Mr. Cassidy, who 
several times opposed their being 
read. On two occaelone Hla Lordship 
ruled that the evidence was permis¬ 
sible. and, that 94r. Cassidy would get 
his chance in due course of reading 
as much from The Strike Bulletin as 
he liked. 

At'the afternoon aession Mr. Cas¬ 
sidy continued his argument against 
the admission of evidence In regard to 
a meeting of the Trades and Labor 
Council. He argued that the labor 
organisation was protected by legisla¬ 
tion, and that no evidence regarding 
meetings could be used as evldeace in 
a trial for sedition. Mr. Justice Met¬ 
calfe. In giving his decision, stated: 
"A trade combination may develop 
Into an object and resign tbe result 
of which will be a Crime and be pun¬ 
ishable by statute, and. if so. indict¬ 
able.**

But the Hun had not been 
chastened. He has remained chiefly Prussian. For 
months he has cast about for a tangible reason to 
re-establish bis old arrogance and to rattle the 
sabre ever so gently. The action of the United 
States Senate gave him just the opportunity he 
desired. On Monday Baron Kurt von Lersner, 
head of the German delegation in Paris, informed 
the Secretary of the Peace Conference that Ger¬ 
many had decided not to sign the protocol pre¬ 
sented to her by the Allies as a condition for put¬ 
ting the Peace Treaty into effect. In other words, 
barely three weeks of time—and events on this 
side of the Atlantic—have been required for Ger¬ 
man sentiment completely to transform itself. 

Smarting under numerous industrial haiidi 
caps and subject to growing economic aggrava¬ 
tion, there had been a demand for early ratifica¬ 
tion of the Peace Treaty in all parts of Germany. 
Its terms were detestable, its impositions a gag to 
national aims and national ideals for years to 
come; but without compliance recovery at all was 
out of the question. By this process of reasoning 
the average Teuton satisfied himself there could 
be no alternative, and that with a revived applica¬ 
tion of native sagacity new seeds of national as¬ 
piration might be sown in the old ground, figur¬ 
atively ploughed up for the time being by the 
terms to which the Allies had forced him to 
subscribe. 

But when the United States Senate failed to 
accept the Treaty Germany saw a means of at 
least delaying her final admission of complete de¬ 
feat. She fed her people upon a diet of Allied 
dissension and it tickled the national palate. It 
is true she has appended her signature to the most 
momentous document ever published to the world. 
She has signed treaties before. Batification of the 
Treaty of Versailles by Germauy, however, is in¬ 


plan must be carried out iu accordance with the 
provisions of the Land Settlement and Develop¬ 
ment Act, for the simple reason* that neither the 
Board nor the Government has authority to go 
further.

tion issued against the strike had 
been violated.

So far most actuki suffering from 
the fuel shortage has been reported 
from Montana and Western Kansas. 
The cold wave to-day was spreading 
its unseasonable low temperatures

States in 1196. The following is an 
extract from a report on lethargic 
encephajltie publiohed in a bulletin 
of the State Board of Health of 
Rhode Island. 

Closely Related to Influense 
“ 'Atthotifh the relation of lethar¬ 
gic encephalitis to other disease has 
not beeh proved, experience In this 
country seems to indicate that It la 
closely associated with Influenza, and 
while It is a distinct entity, it may 
be that It Is a sequel to Influenza 
somewhat simitar to paralysis follow¬ 
ing diphtheria. Nothing has yet been 
discovered as to the nature of the 
infection, or any method of treat- 
men likely to check ^or cure the dis-

Vancouver. Dec. 8. — “There are 
three sreat causes of the present* 
day unrest.’' 'W. W. B. Mclnnes told 
members of the Proixesslve Liberal 
Association at a welLattended meet* 
Intr hero. He added: 

“The first Is the propaganda of un* 
fortunate political nostrums which 
have been put before the public for 
years. The next cause Is our unjust 
social system, which has a certain 
privileged class on the one band, and 
on the other a majority of people 
fighting for an existence. 

“In addition to these our reform 
workers have adopted methods which 
are excessively irritating to the peo* 
pie. I refer to the prohibitionists. 
They should remember that they 
cannot rob the people of their rights 
and expect them to keep their peace 
of mind. It is this pestiferous legis* 
latlon. fostered by prohibition work* 
era, which is adding to the present 
social unrest.”

*aji oflicial of the Canadian Railway 
War Board last night. 

‘The Canadian railways.” he con* 
tinued, “already are using wood for 
stationary boilers. They have reduced 
passenger services, and further re* 
ductions In that service are abi>ut to 
be announced, but even with these 
changes it is almost Inevitable that 
a serious reduction in freight service 
also will have to be made. In this 
event, preference will, of course, be 
given to foodstuffs and peiiabable- 
goods.

He 
renehod' New York with half a crown 
In his pocket. There he received a 
letter saying that his wife waa dying 
of consumption. Having no money 
to go by rail to her beald*. and being 
too ill to walk, he hod to wait and 
earn enough to take him to his 
stricken family, arriving Just before 
his wife’s end. , 

Soon after his return to America

To the Editor:—With reference to 
the letter appearing In your Mon¬ 
day's Issue re tha $2,000 bonus. The 
writer evidently proffers what ap¬ 
pears to be a very sane and workable 
idea. 

1 agree with hlirt livsUiUig that the 
returned man whe is worthy of the 
name of a Canadian, does not ask for 
charity, and 1 would go further and 
say that the bontis should not be re¬ 
garded as recognition fbr services 
rendered. 

There must be many a man who 
through going to the front, has found 
on his return, that a man who was 
his junior, now holds a higher posi¬ 
tion. and he has had to Cake up his 
job at the place where he left off. and 
the former junior man is now earn¬ 
ing from two to three hundred dol¬ 
lars a year more than he Is. One can¬ 
not blame the employer, that the re¬ 
turned man is two or three hundred 
dollars behind in wages as each year 
goes by. If the junior has had the 
training naturally the employer will 
have to reinstate .the returned man 
in his former position until ha has 
qualified for a higher job. Therefore, 
who can the returned man look to for 
recompense? The only logical 
answer is the government that em¬ 
ployed him for the past five^ysars at 
tfto low rate of a $1.13 per day. 

The people agree, and the govern¬ 
ment agree, that he should he re¬ 
imbursed for his loss, (hersfors why 
not along lines as suggested by the 
previous winter on a system of de- 
fered payments extending over along 
period. 

; find that people are regarding our 
gratuity as a lump sum thst we 
can bank, but when 1 tall you that 
since I srrlved back here in Septem¬ 
ber last 1 have spent nearly two hun¬ 
dred dellars on living and clothing 
and running around to try and locate 
land, and have no land or even a job 
yet. one can see that it doesn't make 
such a nice little nest egg as one im¬ 
agines. 

The net result of my few years 
overseas Is one suit, cap and pair of 
boots, and a few other (^ds and ends 
of wearing apparel (which 1 was not 
able to buy out of tbirty-llve dollars 
even down Johnson Street), a partial 
disability, a debit balance of about 
$50 (over payment in England), $220 
■till to oome in gratuity and no job, 
and I am only one of many. 

I can't take up land because by 
now 1 have spent most of what I 
might have hod for the 10 per cent, 
payment i can’t get work—there 
isn’t any. 

I can't go Into a business venture; 
I haven’t the money. If I could get 
hold of $500 I cOuitl go into a pro- 
poslUon thst will provide me with s 
living. I realise that the Government 
is not dismissing the matter lightly.

Ship Company 


Delivery of Nouvelle Ecosse 
Marks Completion of Foun¬ 
dation Contract

Seattle, Dec. t.—Qelplns to keep the

With the Norwegian flag flutter¬ 
ing in the breeze from the peak of 
her mast, the four-masted, 1 . 600 -ton 
Noras aohooner Vancouver, in tow of 
the tug Daniel Kem. left the Chol- 
berg plant In tba Inner Harbor about 
noon to-day for KvereU. where 
she will load a cargo or poles for 
Buenos Ayres. 

The Vancouver Is the last of three 
wooden schooners bollt here by the 
L'holberg Ship Company for opera¬ 
tion under t^e Norwegiaa flag and 
Is owned by Captain H. C. Hansen, 
shipowner, of Porsgrund. Norway. 
The three vessels represent the 
type of wooden construction. The 
first of the -type to be turned out 
by the i'holberg yard was the 
schooner Gunn which Is now In 
European waters. The Washington, 
the second vessel to be completed, is 
: also on her homeward voyage. With 
j the departure of the Vancouver the 
' Cbolberg yard has been closed down 
' pending the awarding of further con¬ 
tracts. 

The Vancouver has been chartered 
by the Universal Shipping and Trad¬ 
ing C'ompany. of Seattle, and will 
immediately go on berth at Everett 
to take on her cargo for the Argen¬ 
tine. 

Captain C. T. Larson, a Norwegian 
shipmaster, w-ent out in command of 
: the ,Vancouver. 


The running of the official trials of 
the wooden steamship Nouvelle 
Ecosse this forenoon marks the com¬ 
pletion of the Foundation contract 
embracing the construction of twenty 
S.OOO-ton wooden steamships for the 
Itepublic of France. 

The trial of the Nouvelle Ecosse 
proved entirely satisfactory and the 
experts aboanl her expressed them¬ 
selves as well pleased with her per¬ 
formance. Edward K. Jenkins, local 
manager of the Foundation Com¬ 
pany: George H. W'ayland. superin¬ 
tendent at Ogden Point, and Emile E. 
Trlqueneaux. representative of the 
French High Commission, were 
among those who went out. on the 
French ship. 

For the combined six runs over 
the Parry Bay course the Nouvelle 
Ecosse set up a general average of 
12.43 knots. 

The steamer was in charge of Cap¬ 
tain T. J. Jackman, port captain, and 
Pilot W. H. Whlteley. 

The vessels built here by the Foun¬ 
dation Company have averaged 12Vi 
knots or 1V4 knots better than the 
contract speed. The Ogden Point out¬ 
fitting plant has equipped and turned 
out the ships at the rate of one a 
week. In sllgblly over a year the 
company has built and delivered 
twenty full-powered wooden vessels. 
S. record that has never been ap¬ 
proached by any other yard In the 
country. 

W'lth the delivery of the Nouvelle 
?lcosse the operations of the Foun¬ 
dation Company Incident to the 
French contract will be brought to a 
close. At the peak of the contract 
4,.f»00 men were employed at a month¬ 
ly payroll of over $600,000. W'ith the 
exception of various units of the 
plant, owned by the French Govern- 
menl. which are .being shipped to 
France on the steamer CJeneral Pau. 
the construction and outfitting plant 
here, one of the most up-to-date of 
its kind, remains Intact, ready for 
further business. 


When questioned this morning rel¬ 
ative to a Vancouver dispatch which 
attributed to J. O. Cameron a stale- 
merR to the effect that his firm con- 
tenD)Iated the construction of five 
woo^n sailing vessels in Victoria. 
1>. <j. Cameron, of the Cameron Lum¬ 
ber Company, staled that his brother 
doubtless referred to the plan as out¬ 
lined before Sir Henry Drayton re¬ 
cently. when the question of Govern¬ 
ment assistance to revivify ship¬ 
building was discussed with the Min¬ 
ister of Finance by a delegation 
comprised of Influential citizens. 

"The statement undoubtedly re¬ 
fers to the proposals aubmUted t» 
Sir Henry Drayton," said Mr. Cam¬ 
eron, "as it would be impossible for 
us to build ships without some form 
of Qovernment assistance. If assis- 
tande In the shape of a loan is foitli- 
coming we are always prepared »o 
Lo ahead and do something on the 
right basis.

The whole 
question is a Chinese putsle and, to 
be honeat, 1 haven't the slightes idea 
where 1 stand." 

His Lordship went qn to Inform 
Mr. McDlarmld that if he wish to 
try -civil cases by Indictment that a 
provincial law would have to be pro¬ 
vided. He pointed out that the only 
course open to counsel was to apply 
to the Attorney-General for a man¬ 
damus ordering the city to repair 
the bridge. Mr. McDlarmid, however, 
foresaw possible dlfflcultles by this 
procedure. 

At this point Mr. McDlarmid asked 
His Lordship to adjourn the court 
for fifteen minutes in order that he 
might bold a consultation. This rs- 
quest was granted. * 

On re-sppearing Mr. McDlarmid 
pointed out that he would like to 
have the opinion of the Court of Ap¬ 
peal on the question, whioh led to a 
remark from His Lordship that the 
indictment be quashed and that Mr. 
McDlarmid app^ the decision. This 
fUltimately was the decision of the 
court.
